explained, contending that Jeffrey Percell was not 
that person. 

Crain said that Percell was in Nashville on Nov. 
19 and in Florida on Nov. 25. 

The News will continue to update readers con- 
'Cerning the trial. 

Percell’s parents, Doris and John Percell, were 
found bound and gagged and shot. They had died 
in separate rooms of their home on Liliano Dr. in 
Sierra Madre. 

Percell was arrested for the double murder and 
has been held without bail since he gave himself up 
Dec. 13, 1988. Although he fought extradition, he 
was ultimately returned to California in April 1989. 

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 1989, 
and many continuances have kept the trail from be¬ 
ing completed until recently. 


On Tuesday, at press time for The News, the 
jury had just gone into deliberation concerning the 
Jeffrey Percell trial that has continued through several 
weeks. 

The News was unable to reach Prosecutor Elton 
"BUTCh” Stms; however, Michael Crain, defense at¬ 
torney, told The News that during the past week he 
had presented witnesses from the Tropicana Hotel 
in Las Vegas who testified that they discovered the 
car belonging to Doris Percell, who was found mur¬ 
dered on Nov. 16, 1988. 

Crain said that “the car was clean and had not 
been in the lot for any period of time.” He also 
stated that the car was found at the same time that 
Percell walked into the Burlington, Vt. Police De¬ 
partment to turn himself in on Dec. 13, 1988. 

“Who killed the Percells put it there,” Crain

Sierra Madre City Council passed the final focused 
Environmental Impact Report concerning the Tenta¬ 
tive Parcel Map No. 23392, Sant^ Anita Driv^/<3ian- 
try' Flats Road, M and H Investments, Tuesday eve¬ 
ning. The group passed the four-lot parcel map and 
approved the modified grading plan for three sites 
and debris basin. They conditioned approval of a 
specific building site except as to a general location 
to the graded ridgeline for Lot 4. 

They overruled denial of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion in their action since the commission had turned 
down M and H Investments at an earlier meeting. 

The City Council asked that a sentence be added 
to that denial and it follows: applicant recognizing 
that the final grading plan approval may be subject 
to minor modifications to the Tentative Tract Map 
in accordance with Section 81(X) and Section 9224 et 
seq. Hillside Management Zone of the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code. 

They granted approval as required for grading 
in excess of 2(XX) cubic yards per lot. Specific grad¬ 
ing plans are required for each lot and the project by 
separate application. Grading plans will be held to 
the minimum possible to meet the approval of the 
Tentative Parcel Map.

Small business thinks 
California ‘hostile’ 

Small business owners overwhelm¬ 
ingly feel that the burdensome tax and 
regulatory climate in California make it 
difficult to stay afloat and survive, ac¬ 
cording to a survey released recently by 
the National Federation of Independent 
Business (NFlB)/California, the state’s 
largest small business organization. 

The 1993 State Ballot, an annual 
survey of NFIB/California’s 46,000 
members, found that 97 percent agree 
(72 percent strongly agree) with the state¬ 
ment, “California is hostile toward bus¬ 
iness.’’ 

The results were part of a compre¬ 
hensive poll of the state’s small business 
owners, who were also queried on health 
insurance, workers’ compensation, the 
school-of-choice concept and other issues. 

“It is not easy to own and operate 
a small business in this state,’’ said Mar- 
tyn Hopper, state director of NFIB/Cal- 
ifornia. “Small businesses can only take 
so many regulations, taxes and mandates 
before they decide to close shop or move 
out of state.’’ 

According to the survey, 49 percent 
of NFIB members have either taken a 
look or seriously considered moving their 
business out of state during the last year. 
And during this time, 51 percent had to 
lay off workers. 

Workers’ compensation reform is 
very important to small businesses. Ninety- 
six percent of members feel medical-legal 
reform should be enacted in order to re¬ 
duce fees received by lawyers. Eighty- 
eight percent think fees received by med¬ 
ical providers are too high. 

“Workers’ compensation is pur 
number one priority,’’ Hopper said. 
“Workers’ compensation is a job killer, 
and this year we need more dramatic 
action such as abolishing stress claims 
or creating protection against fraudulent 
claims.’’

The railroad dining car 


Tooth decay 
most common 

Tooth decay is the most 
common human disease.

In the early days of the American railroad 
system, originating in New England, scant at¬ 
tention was paid to the feeding of the passengers. 
Traveling distances were short, train changes 
frequent and most depots soon had lunch counters. 
Some travelers solved the problem by carrying a 
box lunch. It was not until the rails crawled 
south and west, and distances increased, that real 
attention was paid to eating and sleeping facilities. 
George Pullman is credited with building the 
first real dining car in 1868. He called it “Del- 
monico,” after the famous restaurant in New 
York City. It was when the railroads crossed 
the Mississippi, there rose a need for larger and 
better services. Railroad depot eating establish¬ 
ments were installed every four or five hours of 
traveling time. Early railroad historians described 
them as “monuments to indigestion and dyspep- 
sia.” 

It took an Englishman by the name of Fred 
Harvey to turn things around. In 1876 he took 
over the dining facilities of the Sante Fe Rail¬ 
road in Topeka, Kans. It was an instant success, 
due to his motto: “The best is not good enough.” 
Soon he took charge of the entire dining system 
which led to the fabled Harvey Houses and the 
equally fabled Harvey Girls. These waitresses, 
with their prim black and white uniforms, be¬ 
came a hallmark for the railroad. The uniforms, 
and their deft, expert service, made the Fred 
Harvey dining rooms something special. 

But it was in the dining car where railroad 
food service reached its peak. Born in the Vic¬ 
torian Age, the early cars were decorated with 
drapes, tassels, leaded glass, mirrors and even 
potted palms. But as time went by the cars were 
designed for better use of space, and fussiness 
gave way to beauty and simplicity. That lasted 
until the sad day when the railroads gave up 
passenger service and turned over the whole en¬ 
terprise to a hybrid organization known as AM- 
TRAK. That happened 100 years after the driv¬ 


ing of the Golden Spike at Promontory, Utah, 
in May 1869. 

It was only natural that the railroads would 
adopt the foods indigenous to the various parts 
of the country they traveled. The first name 
train of continental dimensions was the Over¬ 
land Limited, running between Omaha and San 
Francisco. On its menu was buffalo, antelope, 
venison and grouse. It was available until after 
the turn of the century. Eastern railroads featured 
shellfish, a large variety of fish dishes and clam 
chowder. Southern lines offered shrimp, oysters 
and Gulf of Mexico fish, and, of course, the 
famous Southern fried chicken and cornbread. 
The Sunset Limited, between New Orleans and 
Los Angeles, had Spanish and sometimes an In¬ 
dian touch to the menu. North Pacific railroads 
featured salmon, but on all dining cars of note 
prime ribs of beef, steak and chops were avail¬ 
able. I have even seen advertisements in the past 
mentioning “Michigan celery” or “Idaho pota¬ 
toes.” 

In what seems to be the just-gone yester¬ 
day, one could eat on any dining car of a first- 
line railroad and be assured of a good meal. The 
competition, originated by Fred Harvey so many 
years before, brought it all about. Some rail¬ 
roads even imported famous chefs from France. 
1 particularly remember meals on the great Sante 
Fe Super Chief. There was one little touch to 
the evening dinner that struck home with me. 
On a glass tray was a generous portion of water¬ 
melon pickles, product of E. Waldo Ward Com¬ 
pany of Sierra Madre. Unfortunately, they dis¬ 
appeared from the menu with the change from 
elegance to mediocrity in trail travel. 

I feel sorry for the younger generation who 
has never known the thrill of eating in a railroad 
dining car, surrounded by elegance, and while 
eating a wonderful dinner, watch the greatest of 
all countries flash by in a kaleidoscope of scenic 
grandeur.

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Sanitation District No. 15 provides wastewater collection, treatment, and 
dispos^ service (operation and maintenance) for the areas shown on the I 
map In addition, the District also provides for the construction of capital 
facilibes to accommodate the needs of existing users (upgrade) and new 
I users (expansion). 

' The cost of operation and maintenance of the District's facilities, as well as 
the construction of upgrade capital facilities, Is borne by the existing users 
of the system. After talcing all other sources of revenue into considerabon, 
the remaining revenue required to provide continued services is 
apportioned to all existing dischargers on the basis of their use of we 
system. Use Is measured in terms of quantity (flow) and strength 
(chemical oxygen demand (COD) and suspended solids [SS]). The 
average daily quantity of sewage flow and strength from one single family 
home is equal to one sewage unit. Apartments and condcjminiums are I 
assessed on the basis of six tenths of a sewage unit. All other user 
categories are assessed proportionately. Residential, commercial, and small I 
industrial users pay under the District's Service Charge Program. Large 
Industrial users pay an annual surcharge rather than a service charge. 

Some industrial dischargers can elect to pay the annual surcharge using 
assumed strength parameters established by the Districts (short form rate). 1 
The District also receives a percentage of the one percent general tax levy 
on all parcels within the District. Thus, the total annual cost of w^ewater 
treatment service for any given user can be determined by adding either 
the service charge or surcharge, as applicable, with the percentage of the 1 
ad valorem tax received by the Disthrt. The ad valorem tax had been a 
reliable source of revenue for the District until last year, when the State 
enacted legislabon taking away a minimum of 35% up to a maximum of I 
40% of the District's ad valorem taxes. The District was forced to increase I 
the service charge and surcharge rates to make up for revenue lost from ad j 
valorem taxes. Recent indications from the Governor's budget proposal 
are that the State wants to take away the remaining portion of the 
District's ad valorem tax this year to help balance the State budget. 

The District's Connection Fee Ordinance prescribes fees for connecting to 
the District's sewerage system or for significantly increasing the quantity 
and strength of wastewater discharged by an exisbng user. Revenues from 
connecbon fees are used to provide additional capacity in the sewerage I 
system. The connection lee insures that: (1) new users of the sewerage 
system and (2) those existing users who significantly increase their use of I 
Ine sewerage system, pay Tor their proportionate share of the cost of I 
additional wastewater conveyance, treatment, and disposal facilities made I 
necessary by their increased demand on the system. The connection fee is I 
based on the quantity (flow) and strength (COD and SS) of the discharge. I 
The discharge from a single family home is equal to one capacity unit. All I 
other user categories are charged proportionately. Connection fees are I 
applicable only if you are connecting to the sewer for the first time or are 
significantly increasing your discharge.

Sierra Madre’s attorney asked that the following 
sentence be added: “The Subdivision Map allows the 
City Council to approve the Tentative Parcel Map. 
If the city is sued, the applicant will bear the city’s 
legal fees.’’ 

City Administrator Jim McRea said, “You’re 
looking at the preliminary grading plan. It will come 
back to the City Council for grading prior to the Final 
Tract Map and to the Planning Commission for the 
C.U.P. and final grading. 

The 19th year of Community Development 
Block Grants includes an increase to $76,020. Ad¬ 
ministrative service, at 10 percent, amounts to $7602 
and $45,612, or 60 percent, will be spent on low and 
moderate income housing. Central business district 
improvements will account for 30 percent, or $22,806. 

The Sierra Madre Commission on Aging did not 
recommend continuation of the program when the 
first amount of $64,158 was allocated.

I routinely put snail bait out in 
the yard. How poisonous is this for 
my dog if he happens to ingest any? 

Snail bait can be very toxic. Unfortunately, 
snail baits are usually very palatible to dogs 
and they will eat it if given the opportunity. 

Signs of toxicity are elevated temperature, 
muscle tremors, and persistant seizures. 
Treatment consists primarily of supportive 
therapy. There is no antidote. Most 
animals are placed under anesthesia for 
prolonged periods of time to stop the 
seizures while the toxins are being cleared 
from the body. Despite aggressive therapy, 
some animals are not able to be saved. It is 
important if you see or suspect and animal 
has ingested snail bait that you seek 
veterinary care immediately to induce 
vomiting. Snail bait, especially the pelleted 
form, should not be used in areas where 
pets have access.

quantum physics. 

“Rising Sun” begins with a murder (don’t 
all good detective stories start with one) that 
seems like a straightforward, whodunnit, we got 
’em, case solved type, but we know it won’t turn 
out that way. This is Crichton, after all, and 
besides, there’s still a good 150 or so pages left. 
It’s when you think our clever detectives have 
really nailed the bad guy, you know it can’t be 
true yet - still 50 more pages to the afterward. 
Boy, this one is good. 

In “Rising Sun,” Crichton explores the sen¬ 
sitive issue of Japanese/American relations, 
particularly in the business world. He explores 
all facets of the issue in his usual thorough fashion, 
not exactly straddling the fence, and not afraid 
to express opinions. He states the issues bluntly, 
and at times, seems almost to sermonize as he 
reiterates every stance on both sides. But 1 felt 
he wasn’t trying to persuade the reader to side 
one way or the other. More in character with 
his other books, he succeeds in intelligently in¬ 
forming us about the details of a complex sub¬ 
ject, arousing our interest in .something we may 
not have thought about, or don’t know much 
about. And it doesn’t hurt that he sugarcoats 
this information with one heck of a story.

Methodist

The tragic confronta¬ 
tion between agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms 
and members of the Branch 
Davidian sect is in our 
prayers. 

The Branch Davidians 
are frequently called a 
“fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tian cult.” This label begs 
the definition of both the 
key terms “fundamental¬ 
ist” and “cult.” A Chris¬ 
tian fundamentalist is a 
Christian who believes in 
certain immutable truths 
about God, God’s will for 
the human race, and nec¬ 
essary human conduct un¬ 
der God’s divine law. The 
“literal” or “uniform in- 
piration” interpretation 
of the Bible is usually 
claimed by fundamental¬ 
ists. Fundamentalists also 
tend to affirm very tradi¬ 
tional beliefs while utiliz¬ 
ing very modem methods, 
such as video broadcast¬ 
ing. 

A cult is simply a tight- 
knit cell of religious fel¬ 
lowship that is centered 
around a charismatic lead¬ 
er and is relatively imper¬ 
vious newcomers. Cults 
also focus on a Single 
Great Truth which rela- 
tivizes all other expres¬ 
sions of truth, such as 
belief in the second com¬ 
ing of Christ. 

Are Mr. Koresh’s fol¬ 
lowers members of a fun¬ 
damentalist cult? Tech¬ 
nically, they are. Yet the 
behavior of this organi¬ 
zation gives other funda¬ 
mentalist groups a bad 
name. It is possible to 
espouse a fundamental 
form of Christianity with¬ 
out resorting to the stock¬ 
piling of illegal weapons 
or the practice of poly¬ 


gamy with minors. 

A way of understanding 
the distinctive and dan¬ 
gerous character of the 
Koresh group involves 
one more key theological 
concept: apocalypticism, 
apocalypticism is the be¬ 
lief, based on select por¬ 
tions of the Bible, that 
God will intervene decisive¬ 
ly to end the “present 
evil age.” Apocalypticism 
sees a radical disjuncture 
between present and future, 
literally the end of the 
world in order to purge 
it of all sin. Some favorite 
scriptures of apocalyptics 
are the Book of Daniel 
and the middle chapters 
of the Book of Revela¬ 
tion. 

Apocalyptic beliefs 
make up a relatively 
minor portion of Biblical 
teaching. For every verse 
on the end of the world 
that is found in the Bible, 
there are a hundred verses 
on loving one’s fellow 
human. But when an 
apocalyptic group be¬ 
comes heavily armed, its 
beliefs can take on the 
character of self-fulfilling 
prophecy. 

One more thing: when 
a cult leader claims to be 
Christ himself, the cult 
ceases to be Christian. 
To be Christian is to be a 
disciple of Jesus Christ, a 
follower who strives to 
imitate Christ’s way of 
perfect love. To claim 
identity with Christ is anti- 
Christian. For all Chris¬ 
tians must look beyond 
merely human leaders 
toward the Lord.

Lately the newscasts 
have been highlighting 
stories of religious zealots 
who blow up skyscrapers, 
murder and hold people 
hostage. It is an utterly 
frightening picture. 1 
turned on CNN this morn¬ 
ing and watched as two 
individuals argued that 
the root mentality of this 
extreme religious hatred 
and murder can be direct¬ 
ly traced to the Bible. 
They argued that all religion 
that has any Biblical basis 
will eventually promote a 
hateful and murderous 
spirit. And even though 
I knew that their argu¬ 
ments were erroneous and 
vindictive, I couldn’t help 
but wonder, “How many 
people will see these religious 
‘wackos’ as representa¬ 
tive of all Bible-based 
faiths, including mine?” 
Will they lump us all to¬ 
gether? And will the Chris¬ 
tian faith be looked upon 
by the public with ever- 
increasing contempt as 
similar events occur in the 
future? Even though that 
would be wrong, it’s still 
a strong possibility! Either 
way we must learn from 
these tragedies. 

One of the greatest 
lessons to come from 


these dramas has to do 
with our devotion. In 
both New York and Texas, 
the terrorists claimed that 
their actions stemmed 
from their devotion to 
God.

In New York, the terrorist 
was devoted, not to God, 
but to an ideal. God is 
not an ideal or principle, ' 
but a personality who seeks 
to save, not to destroj 
life. In Texas, the> 
too claim devotion to God 
Malarky - they are sickly 
devoted to a man. Even 
David Koresh’s final 
devotion is to himself, 
at all costs! 

If these people really 
knew God, instead of just 
an ideal or a deluded man, 
they would understand 
that true devotion to God 
is reflected in our loving 
treatment of others. The 
Apostle Paul said, “The 
entire law is summed up 
in a single command: Love 
your neighbor as your¬ 
self.” Galatians 5:14,. 
And as Jesus Himself 
said, “Love your neigh¬ 
bor as yourself.” Matthew 
22:39. 

Don’t be confused by 
these tragedies. No mat¬ 
ter what is said, these 
events do not reflect true 
devotion to God!

Charles An- 
drese and Stan Zalas have 
found a formula that 
works, even if occasion¬ 
ally by a shoestring, and 
a loyal and supportive 
audience. These things 
can be done, but not with¬ 
out an incredible invest¬ 
ment of time, money and 
energy by SMP’s produc¬ 
ers, not to mention the 
hundreds of people who 
have had fun and given 
pleasure over the years.

We are talking amateur 
theater, here, you under¬ 
stand. The Pasadena 
Playhouse started out 
that way 75 years ago, but 
is now a fully profession¬ 
al house. SMP has re¬ 


sisted the temptation to 
become an equity-waiver 
house, thus keeping the 
prices down and giving 
the big reservoir of skilled 
amateur actors in the area 
a place to feel like pros. 
Amateurs, according to 
the very word, are those 
who pursue their enthu¬ 
siasms for love of what 
they are doing, rather 
than for money. 

As for this production,

Keith McCulloch, MD, 
who, in 1991, was chief 
of staff at Methodist Hos¬ 
pital in Arcadia, died 
last Thursday of cancer. 

Born in Souris, Man¬ 
itoba, Canada, Dr. Mc¬ 
Culloch, who was to be¬ 
come a general and vas¬ 
cular surgeon, was drawn 
to his work at a young 
age. “1 don’t know where 
the idea came from but 1 
knew 1 wanted to be a sur¬ 
geon in grade school,” 
said McCulloch in a 1991 
interview. “During a high 
school career day, 1 learned 
how much training beyond 
medical school it would 
take to become a surgeon. 
That was a setback. But 
1 wasn’t to be deterred.” 
Perhaps the eight years 
he spent with conservatory 
piano training helped to 
reinforce his desire to use 
his hands for the delicate 
surgical procedures. 

A fellow with the Amer¬ 
ican College of Surgeons 
and the Royal College of 
Surgeons, he received his 
undergraduate college 
education and medical de¬ 
gree at the University of 
Manitoba in Winnipeg 
and trained as a pilot with 
the Royal Canadian Air 
Force while in school. Af¬ 
ter completing his intern¬ 
ship at the Winnipeg Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, McCulloch 
spent a year as a family
